dy Fiſh ſnapf ing the Bair is taken, and drawn on ſhip- 
board, where they lay him on a Plank, one cuts off 
his head, another guts him, and takes our its biggeſt 
bones, another falrs and barrels it, which being thus 
ordered 1s hence tranſported to all parts of Chri/ten- 
dom, yea moſt other parts of the world ; They fiſh 
only in the day, the Cod not biting in the nighr; this 
fiſhing begins coward Spring, and ends in September, 
for in Wincer they retire to the bottom of rhe Seca, 
where florms ard rempeſts have no power. 

Near theſe Coaſts is another kind of fiſhing for Cod

In 1523. Sir George Calvert after Lord Baltimore,had 
a Patent for part of New-found-land, erefted into the 
Province of Avalon, where he ſerled a-Plantarion, 6 
recing a ſtately Houſe and Fort at Ferri/and,and dwelt 
there ſome time, which after his death deſcended to 
his Son the preſent Lord: Ba'timore, who is alſo Pro 
prietor of Maryland.

His Country was firſt diſcovered with other Nor- 
 Þ thern Coaſtsof America bySthaſtian Cabot in 1497+

were very cruel to me, becauſe I could nor do as at

When we came to the Lake, we were agaia ſadly 
ſtreightned for Proviſion. and forc't roeat Touchwood 
fryed in Bears greaſc;, ar laſt we found a company of 
Racoons, and then we made a Feaſt, the cuftom be- 
ing that we muſt ear all, I perceived I had roo much

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and hewould hide jr for me till another time, this Ix- 
aian as ſoon as he had got my Near, ſtood up and 
made a Speech to the reſt, diſcovering what I had 
. done, whereat they were very angry, and cut me ano- 
ther piece, forcing me rodrink Racoon greaſe, which 
made me (ſick and vomit, I told chem I had enough, 
afrer which they would give me yo moze, bur ſtiI] rel] 
me had Raccon ajjough, whereby I ſuffered much, 
and being frozen was in great pain, ſlceping bur lirtle, 
and yer muſt do my task thar was ſet me ; as they came 
to the Lake, they killed a great Mooſe, ſtaying there 
rill 1t wasal] eatcn, and then entring upon the Lake, a 
Storm aroſe, which indangered us all, bur ar laſt we 
got to an Iflnd, andtherethe Indians wertto Powaw- 
ic2 or conjuring ; the Powaw declared that Berjamin 
VVait and another were coming, and that Storm was 
raed to caft them away ; This afrer appeared true,the! 
then I Helicved it nor, upon this Tfland we lay ſtill ſe: 
vera: days, and then ſcr our again, but a' Storm cook 
us.ſothar we continued to and fro upon certain Iflands 
atout 3 Weeks; we had no Proviſion bur Raccons, 
thatthe Itdiars chemſelres were afraid of being ſtary: 
ed; they would . ive me nothing, whereby I was ſe: 
veral days wichoue victuals. At length we went upon 
the Lake on the Ice, having a lictle Sled, upon which 
we.drew our Loads; before Noon I tired,and juſt then 
the Indians mer with fome Frenchmen; one who took 
me,came and called me all manner of ill names,throw- 
ing me on ox back, I rold him I couſd do no more, 
then he (aid he muſt kill me, which I rhought he was 
ddour to do, for pulling out his Knife, he cur off m 
Pockers,and wrapt chem about my Face, and then hel 
et me up, and rook my Sled and went away, giving 
me 4 brr of Bisket like a Walnut, which he had ot rhe 
Frenchman, and tqld me he wou!d give me a Pipe of 
Tobacco; when my Sled was gane, [ ran after him, but 
heing tired, ſoon fell ro a foor pace, whereby rhe In- 
dians were oyrt of fight, I followed as well I could, 
ON having 
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having many fal!s upon the Ice ac length I was ſo ſpent, * 
T had nor ſirengch enough to riſe again, bur crept to a 
Tree that lay :!»ng, upon which I continucd all the 
cold Night, it bing very ſharp Weather, 

I now counted 19 other bur that I muſt here die, 
which whiift L was remioating of, an 1dian hol!ow'd, 
I anſwered, te came tive ard callcd me had names, 
reting me 1 I would ror go, lie muft knack me on 
the head, I told him 1;e muſt then do ſoz he ſaw 
how I had wallowed in the Snow, bur could nor rite, 
hereupon he wraprt mic in Þ1s Coar, and going back, 
ſent two Indians wich a Sled, one ſaid he muſt krock 
me on the head, the orher ſaid no, they would carry 
me away and burn me ; then they bid me ſtir my In- 
ſtep, to {ce if thar were Frozen, I did fo, whenthey 
faw rhat, they ſaid there was a Surgeon wi.h rhe 
French, that could cure me, then they took me upon a 
Sled, and carried me torhe Fire, making much of me, 

ul!1ng of my wer, ard wrapping me ir dry Cloths, 
aying me ina good Bed ; they had killed an Octer, 
and gave me ſome of the Broth, anJ a bir of the Fleſh, 
here I flepr till roward day, and was then able to ger 
up, aud put on my Cloths; one of the I7dians awaked, 
and ſeeing me go, ſhouted as rejoicingar it, As ſoon 
as it was light, I and Same! Ruſſe! wenr afore on the Ice 
upon a River, they faid I rauſt go on Fo-t as much as 
I could for fear of Freezing, Ryſſe/\lipr into the River 
wich cne Foot, the Indiars called him back, and dried - 
his Stockings, and then ſent us 4way, with an Indian 
Guide, we went four or five Mites before the reſt of 


| the Indians over:ook us, I was then pretty well ſpent,

habicanr, the Indzas and 1 were borh ſpent and diſcous- 
raged, he ſaid we muſt now both die ; art laſthe left 
me alone,and pot to ar.other Houſe,from whence came 
ſome French and Indians, who brought me 1n, the 
French were very kind, puttirg my hands and feer jn 
cold Water, and gave me a dram of Brandy, with a 
liccle Haſty-pudding and Milk ; when I caſtcd Vietu- 
2's, I was very hungry, butrhey would nor ſuffer me 
ro car too much; I lay by the Fire with the Indians 
that night, yet could nor ſleep for pain; next morn- 


ing the Indiazs and French fell out about me, the Indi- 
ans ſaying, that the French loved tne Englih better than 
the Indians, The Fre: preſently turned the Indian 
out of doors, being very careful of me, and a!l the 
men !aihe Town came ro ſee me ; here I continued 
3 or 4 days, and was 1avited from one Houſe to attic» 
ther, receiving much civility from a young n.an, who 
ler me lie in his Bed, and would have houghr me, but 
thar the Inaizns demanded roo !. we travelied to a 
place called Sari whither this young man acconipani- 
ed me, to prevent my being abuſed by the Indians, he 
carried me on the Ice one days Journey, for now [ 
could not go at all, when we came tn the place the 
Pcople were kind, Nexc day being in much pain, I 
2sked che 1143475 to carry nic to the Chirury2ions, as 
they had promiſed, whereat they were angry, one tak« 
ing up hisGun to knock me down, bur the #rerc would 
not ſuffer it, talling upon rhem, and kicking them out 
of doors ; we wenc away from thence to a place where 
the Indiars had Wigwams, ſome of whom knew me, 
and ſcemed to pity me; while I was here, which vas 


and ic being ChriSimaſs time, they brovglic me Cakes 
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and other Proviſions. ; the Indians tried to cure me, 
bur could not, tnen 1 asked for the Chirurgion, ar 
which one of them 1n anger ſtruck me on the face” 
wich his Fiſt, a Frenchman being by, who ſpoke to 
him ſome- words and went his way ; ſoon after came 
the Cap:ain of the place to the Wigwam, with 12 
Armed men, and acked where the Ingian was thac 
ſtruck rhe Eng/ibhman, and ſeizing him, told kim he 
ſhould go tothe Eilboes, and then be-hanged : The 
Indians were much terrified at this, as appeared by 
their countenance and trembling, I would have gon 
away too, but the Frenchmen bid me. not fear, the - 
tdians durſt not hurt me, | 

When that Indian was gone, I had two Maſters ſtill, 
Lasked them to carry me to that Caprtain,that I might 
ſpeak in behalf of the Indian, they anſwered, Ias 4+ 
Fool, did I think the Frenchmen were libe the Engliſh, to 
ſay one thing and do ano:her ? they wee won of their words. 
But at length I prevailed wich rhem ro help me thi- 
ther: and ſpeaking to the. Captain by an Interpreter, 
told him, I defired him to. ſet the Indian free; decla- 
ring how kind he had' been to me; he replyed, 
He was a Rogue, and (hould be hanged; then I private- 
ly alledged, thac if he. were hanged ir might fare the 
worſe with the Captives; the Captain ſaid, That 
evght to be conſderis, whereupon he ſer him ar liber- 
ty upon condition he ſhould n-ver ſtrixe me more, 
2nd bring me. every day to iis Rouſe to car.

what ſide of a Houſe it appears, from that Coaſt you 
may cercainly expeR a dead Corps in'2 or 3 days. 
As they Worſhip the Devil,their Prieſts or Powaws 
are liecle better than Wirches, who have familiat 
conference with him ; he makes them invnlnerable 
and fhot-free, They are Crafry Rogues, abuſing the 
reſt at their pleaſure, by pretending to care Diſeaſes 
with barbarous Charms; for which if they recover , 
they ſend great Gifts, as Bows, Arrows, and rich Furrs 
tothe Eaſt-ward, where there isa vaſt Rock nor far 
from the Shore, having a hole in it of an unſearcha- 
ble depth, into which they throw them. Their Dt- 
vinity 15 nor much, yet ſay, that after Dearch they go 
to Heaveo beyond the whice Mountains, and hint, ar 
Noah's Flood by Tradicion from their Farhers, afhr- 
ming that a great while ago their Country was drow- 
ned, and all the People and ocher Creacures in ir, on- 
ly one Pawaw and his Webb or Wite foreieeing the 
Flood, fled to the white Mountains, carrying a Hare 
with them, and ſo eſcaped, after a while the Powaw 
ſent che Hate away, who not returning, imboldned 
thereby they deſcended and lived many years after, 
having divers Children, from whom the Countrey 
wazagain filled wich 11ndz2ns; ſome tell another Story, 
ſaying, the Bever was their Father.

times 12 foor aſunder, and in height, from the Toe of 
the Fore-foor to the pitch of the Shoulder 12 Foot, 
they are a kind of Deer, and have 3 young ones at a 
rime, which they hide a Mile aſunder, when the 1n- 
dians hunthim, which 1s commonly in Winter, they 
ran him down-ſomerimes in half, otherwhile a whole 
day, bur never give over till he istired; the Snow 
being uſually 4 Foor deep, and the beaſt very hea- 
yy, hefinks every ſtep, and as he runs, breaks down 
the Trees in his way with his- Horns, as big as a 
Mans Thigh, ar laſt they ger up and pierce him with 
their Lances, upon: which the poor Creature groans 
and walks on heavily, till at length he ſinks and falls 
like a ruined Building, making che Earth ſhake, be- 
coming a Sacrifice to the Viftors, who cut him up , 
and making a Fire near the place, they there boil and 
eat their Veniſon, fetching chejr Drink from the next 
Spring, being unacquainted wich any other, till the 
French and Engliih taught them the uſe of that curſed 
Liquor, called Rum. Rumbullion or Rill-devil, ſtronger 
thanSpiric of Wine, drawn from the droſs of Sugar 
and Sugar Canes, which they love dearer than their 
lives, wherewith if they had ic, they would be per- 
perually drunk, though ir hath killed many, eſpect- 
ally old Women. 

Their Wars are wich their Neighhouring Tribes, but 
the Mowhawhbs eſpecially, who are Enemies to all 0- 
ther Indians, their Weapons were Bows and Arrows, 
bur of late he is a poor Iain, thar is not Maſter of 2 
Guns, which'they purchaſe of the French with Pow- 


der and Shor ; the ViRors flea the skin off the Skull 
ofthe Principal ſlain Enemies, which they carry away.

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on the Fed. the young Women rhey keep, and rhe 
Men of War they torture to Death, as the Eaſtern 
Indians did 2 Mowhawks whilſt [ was there, they bind 
him to a Tree and make a grear: Fire before him, 
then wich ſharp Knives, chey cur off his Ftngers and 
Toes, claping upon them hot Embers to ſear the 
Veins z thus they cur him to pleces joint after joint, 
{ll applzing Fire, making the poor Wretch ſing all 
the while; when Arms and Legs are gone, they Flea 
the Skin off their Heads, and apply a Cap of burnin 
Coal!s, then they open his Breaſt, and take our his 
Hearr, which while ir is yet living in a manner, they 
give rotheir old Squa's or Women, who every one 
have a bir of ir. Theſe barbarous Cuſtoms they uſed 
more frequently before the Engliſh came, bur fince 
there are endeavours to Convertthem to Chriſtianicy, 
by ſome who Preach to them in their own Language, 
into which they have likewiſe Tranſlated the Bible ; 
theſe go clothed like the Englifh, livein framed Hou- 
ſes, have Scocks of Corn and Cattel abour them, 
which when Far they bring to Market; ſome of their 
Sons have been brought up Schollers in Harward . 
Colledpe.

Natls of all forts, H.oks, Hinges, Bol's and Luks for thesr Hoxjes. The

Mr. J. L. an Engliſhman, having about 1 5 year fince travelled ith

Ria and « arolina were far more barbarous, ſeeding on raw fleſh and 
ff, till theſe taught rbem toplant Corn, and the nſe of it. They bave 
vo Letters, yet ſupply that defect Ly Counters, Emblems or Hierog ly- 
thicks, or by Tradition deiivered in long Tales from Father to Son, 
which when Childxzen they are taught to ſay by rote 3 where a battle 
bas been fought they raiſe a ſmall. Pyramid of ſtones conſiſting of the 
awmler of the flain and Priſoners rok Ar the pitture of a Stag they 


expreſs Swiftnels ; By 4 Serpent, Wrach ; By a Lyon, Courage 3 
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; By a Dog, Faithf.Inef: ; By a Swan they ſignifie the Engliſh, allk

at which in a lamentable Tyne they rectte the great things done Ly then 
«Anceſtors. They religionſly obſerve Marriage, and diſtinguiſh them 
ſelves into q Tribes, believing that all mankind were derived from q 
20-en, wherewpen they divide their places of Burial into q Quarter, 
aſſigning one to every Tribe, holding it wicked and ominous to mingle 
their Lodies even when dead ; they commonly wrap up the Corps in thi 
okins of Beafts,, and bury proviſion and houſeholdſtuff for its uſe 1n the 
other world ; when their great men die they kill ſome Priſoners of 
War to attend them, they believe the Tranſmigration of Souls, fur tit 
Angry 2hey ſay are pofſeſt with the Spirit cf a Serpent ; the Bloody, 
of a Wolf; the Feartul, of a Deer ; and the Faithful, of a Dog, 
The Reſidue of their leffer Gods they place beyond the Mountains and 
the Indian Ocean, and though they want theſe le!t s of Education which 
we have, yet in ſolemn debates they will deliver themſelves with ex 
cellent Judgment and Eloguence. 

This Author relates that in t1s Travels with ſome Indians, thy 
net with a Rattleſnake in length two yards and an half and as by 
4s a mans arm, which by the Sutin of her Belly they judged 10k 
Fall with young but baving kilied and opened ber, found a ſmall Squit. 
rel whole ; The Indians aſſured him that theſe Serpents lying mnder a 
Tree fix their Eyes ftedfaftly upon the Squirrel, which ſo affrights the 
little Beaſt that be tumbles into the Jaws of bis Enemy ; Traveling 
through the Woods a Deer ſieted by a wild Cat, crujed their way, be- 
ing almoſt ſpent with the burden and cruelty of her Rider, who hav 
ing taſined on her Shoulder left 'not ſucking ber Bloud till ſhe fal 
down under him ; which an Indian perceiumg, ſhot a lucky Arrow, 
which piercing the wild Cat under the Belly made him leave hs pry, 
already ſlain, and turn tuward them with a dreadful fierce look , but 
bis ſtrength and Spirits failing, they eſcaped his revenge which they 
had certainly felt had not his wound been mortal, This Creature u 
ſomewhat bigger than our Engliſh Fox, of a reddiſh grey Colour, and 
in figure every way like an ordinary Cat, fierce, Yavenous and cun- 
ning, for knowing the Deer too ſwift for them, they watch upon braw 
ches of Trees, and as they walk or feed under, jump down upon them; 
The Fur uz counted excellent and the Fleſh eaten by the Indians, though 
as rank as a Dogs. They ſaw great Herds of Red and Fallow Dew 
daily feeding, and on the ſides of the Hills Bears craſhing Maſt liks 
Stine ; Small Leopards they ſaw, but never any Lims, thuughthet 
Skins are much worn by the Indians ; The Wolves were ſo ravenow,. 
tbat they often feared their Hurſes would have been devoured, in the 
night they howied ſo «loſe about them, if. the Fires bad not ſeared them 
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away ; The Words were full of Bever; Otter and grey Foxes; 9

inſupporcable, were It not for the cool breezes which 
riſe with the Sun, and blow ſtill freſher as thar grows 

igher, bur always from the North-eaft except in the 

#rnado, and rhen it chops about to the South an hour 
or ewo, and afcer returns as before, the other four 
months are not ſo hot, bur like the air of Exg{and about 
the middle of May, and though they ſwear yer find 
not ſuch fainrneſs as in England in Augnft, neicher are 
they thirſty, unleſs overheated with labour or ſtrong 

drink, Their Bread is made of the root of a ſmall 
Tree or Shrub which they cail Caſſavy, wholſom and 

nouriſhing, 

They have a drink called Mobble made of Potatoes; 
Another named Perino, reckoned much betrer, tho* 
not ſo pleaſant, made by the Indians for their own 
drinking of the Caſſary Root, which of it ſelf 1s a 
ſtrong Poyſon, and this they cauſe rheir old Women 
whoſe Breath and Teeth havebecn tainred wich many 
ſeveral Poxes, to chew and (fir out into the Water, 
for che better breaking and maceraring the Root, and 


[in 3 or.4 hours this juice will work and purge it ſelf 


of the poyſonous n_ for the old Womens poy- 
ſonous Breath, and the poyſon of the Caſſavy being 
oppoſites, work with ſuch vehemency againſt each 0- 
ther as they ſpend their poyſonous qualicy in che con- 
flit; They drink likewiſe Punch, P!/um drink, Plan- 
tane drinb, a ſtrong drink made of the skimming of 
Sugar, Beverige. and Wine of Pines, which is the beſt 
of all; Their Meat is generally Hogs Fleſh exceeding 
good, feeding on Pompions as ſweet as Melons, Plan- 
tanes, Sugar Canes and Maiz ; They have alfo Turkies, 
Pullets, Muſcovy Ducks, Turtle Doves, Pidgeons and 
Rabbirs; wich excellent Fiſh; many kinds not known 
ro us, as the green Turtle, who coming 1n with the ' 


Tyde, Iye. upon the Sands rtill:the nexr return, and 
| are. 
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are eaſily taken in rhe Ls-aich Iflands, though not in 
this, but ſent hither 3 For ic is but turning them on 
their Backs with ſtaves, and there they lye ill fercht 
away ; A large Turtle will have. in her body halt a 
Buſhel of Eggs which ſhe lays inthe Sand, where they 
are hatcht by che Sun. When you are to kill one of 
theſe Fiſhes, you lay him cn his Back ona Table,and 
when he fecs you come with a Knife in your hand to 
ki!l him, he (ends forth the moſt grievous ſighs thar 
ever were heard, and ſheds Tears in abundance, aſter

in a Diſh, ir will ſtir and pant ren hours after che Fiſh 
5s dead, there 1s none more delicate in taſte, nor 
more nouriſhing than he. 

This Iſland may be divided into Maſters, Servants 
and Slaves; The Maſters live in all affluence of plea- 
Cure and delight, the Servants afrer five years be- 
eome Freemen of the Ifland, and then imploy their 
time as inay he moſt to their advantage; bur the Negrao- 
Slaves and their Children being in Bondage for ever, 
are preſ{-rved with greater care ; bur uſed with ſuch 
Kverity , as occaſioned a great Conſpiracy againſt 
their Maſters ſome years firce. which «as fo cloſely 
- carrie] as no diſcovery was made till che day before 
x was to be ated, and then one of them etther fa:ling 
of hts courage, or our of love co his Maſter, diſcover- 
ed and prey<nced ir, for which many of them were 
pur to death, as a terror to the reſt, who being ſo nu- 
merous night prove dangerous, but that they are kept 
ja ſuch ſtriit awe, and not ſuffered ro rouchor handle a 
Weapon 6 that nothing is more terrible tothem than 
Gunſhor ; and beſis heing of different Countreys, 
they (pcak divers | arguage:, and donor underſtand 
one another; For n ſome of rhoſe places in Africa, 
where petty Kingdoms are, they ſell cheir. Subzefts, 
and fuch 2s they take in Baitle, whom they make 
Slaves, yea {ame poor Men fc!] ther Servants, their 
Ghutdren, and ſometimes cheir Wives, for ſuch Trat- 
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they cannor live without, and he provides them one 
- by the next Ships, Religion they have none, yer ſeem 
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fick as our Merchants bring them 3 When they are 
brought hicher, the P!anters buy them our of the Ship, 
where they find chem ſtark naked, and therefore can- 
nor be deceived in any ourward Infirmity, chufing - 
them as they do Horſes in'a Marker, the ſtrongeſt, 
youthfuleſt, and moſt beautiful, yield the greareſt 
price; Thirty Pound Sterling for a Man, and Twenty 
five for a Woman,is uſual; if chey buy any that have no 
Wives, they will come to their Mafters and complain 


ro acknowledgea God, by looking up to Heaven for 
revenge when they are wronged ; One Negro Woman 
being brought ro Bed of two Children, her Husband 
provided a Cord to hang her as falſe ro him, but the 
Overſcer prevented ir, by telling him it was common 
with the Erg/ih Women, and they liked them the 
better, yetif he were reſolved to hang her, he ſhould 
be hangedhimſclfby her,the fearof which hindred him, 
The chief Towns in this Ifle are St. Michaels for- 
merly called Bridgr-Town, Little Briſtol, St. Fames, and 
Charles-Town, with other Pariſhes of leſs note, and 
ſeveral Bays on the Sea-coaſts. The Government is by 
Laws agreeable to thoſe in England ; For which they 
have Courts of Judicature, Juſtices of Peace, Conſta- 
bles, Church-wardens and the like. The Itland is very 
ſtrong as well by nature as Art; Iris divided into ele- 
ven Precindts, wherein are. fourteen Churches and 
Chappels, rhe whole ſo filled vith Houſes that it may 
almoſt ſeem one Great Town, There ts a Fiſh called 
a Roch-f;h raken near this Iſland, which 1s red, Inter- 
mixkt wth ſeveral other colours very delightful ro the 
Eye; and a great Fly called by the Indians Cucuyos, 
which gives ſuch a great light in che night;thar iris cal-

A Proſpett of the Iſland of Jamaica. 


Amaica 1s ſcituate in 18 Degrees North, ſomewhat 
oval, being 170 miles long, and 90 broad, in the 
midſt runs a conttnued ridg of high Mountains, fo that 
ſome have compared the Iſland to a ſaddle ; from 
hence flow divers freſh ſprings, which cauſe many Ri- 
vers to the great reireſhment of the Inhabirants ; Ir 
came into the poſſciiion of the Englith on this occaſion. 
In 1655. O. Cromwel having made Peace with the 
Dutch, relolved upon an Adventure againſt the Spani- 
ard, providing a Fleet, and giving out that the Voyage 
would be yery profitable, being deſigned to a place 
where there was much Gold and Riches, but conceal- 
ed rhedeſign to the very laſt; Hope of gain incouraged 
many of low fortunes to engage 1n this enterprize, ſo 
that rhe Fleer was ſoon filled, which ſerting Sail, Dec. 
28. Venables commanding the Land Forces, and Pen 
being General ac Sea, they pur in at Barbadoes Fan. 28. 
following 3 -The King of Spain was nor ignorant theſe 
; pre-

thus 
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preparations were deſigned againft che Wiſt-Indiesand 
having diſpatchr Exprefles into choſe parts, he ſent the 
Marqueſs of Ledaina ſplendid Ambaſſy to Cromwel, bur 
had iuch cold reception that he quickly returned ; In 
the mean time the Fleet ſteered its courſe from Barba- 
does to Hiſpaniola one of the richeſt Iſlands in America, 
which was much wondered at, ſince at that time no 
open Hoſtiliry was declared againſt Spain, and tho? ic 
was alledged that the conditions of Peace extended 
not beyond the line, yet the Spaniard lookr on icas an 
abſolute breach ; The beginning of this Enterprize 
met with a remarkable check, for when General Ye- 
ables might have landed very near St. Domingo, the 
chief Town in the Iſle, and deſerted by the Garriſon, 
yer ruled by ſtrange Counſels of his own, or as ſome - 
ſay, overuled by his Wife, he ſer his men afhoar ten 
Leagues Weſtward of it, whereupon the Spaniards 
took Courage, and betook themſelves again to the de- 
fence of St. Domingo. 

The Erglih landing, and ſeeing no oppofition, 
thought themſelves ſafe, and Lords of the Indies, and 
were already ſharing the Golden Mines among them- 
ſelves, When contrary to their expeRation the Gene- 
ral cauſed it to be proclaimed atthe head of the Army, 
that none upon pain of Deach ſhould plunder any 
Gold, Plare or Jewels, or kill any Cartle z Which 
damping their Spirits and the exceſſive heat. of the 
Climate weakning their Bodies, by that rime they had 
marched a moſt tedious and diſconfolate March, 
through thick Woods, in deep ſcalding Sands, ready 
to periſh with miſcrable drought and thirſt for wan; of 
Water, of which they met nor with a drop in many 
miles, they were brought into ſuch a Condition thax 
they needed not an Enemy to kill chem; being alrea- 
dy almoſt dead with faintnefs and weakneſs, (o that 
the Spaniards Negroes and Molattoes falling upon them, 
deſtroyed them wirhour reſiſtance.ill they were weary 
of killing, and thoſe chought rhemſclyes happy, w_ 
con 
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* = could make their eſcape to their Skips. Major General 
Hains and above $600 crhers fell 1n this skirmiſh;, be- 
ſides near as many more in ſtragling Parties, and all 
this execurion was done with the loſs of not above 50 
of the Enemy. The remnant of this Naval Army, thar 
they might nor be thought ro have undertaken (> lon 
a Voyage, and of ſuch expeRation in vain, poſe 
themſelves with little or no oppoſicion of the Iſland of 
Famaica, which though not ſo plentiful and-rich as the 
place they aimed ar, yet with much Induftry, and the 
_— ſent them trom Erglana, they made ita tolle« 
rable Habication to abide in, planting themſelves ar 
Oriſtano the chief,and rhe only Town therein, In 16 83. 
500 Spaniards under Don Chriſlopher Arnaldo Sane land- 
cd in this Iſland, and began to fortife themſelves at a 
place. called Sr. 4une, but were fiercely ſer upon by 
the Exzlih, and forced to fly intro the Woods and 
Mountains z and anocher body of 300 Spaniards, hay- 
ing fortified themſelves at Chareras in the North of 
this Ifland were by the then Governor, Collone! Doyly 
driven quite out of their hold, Don Franciſco de Preucia, 
rhe Meefiro del Campo with others taken, many killed, 
and the reſt utterly diſperſed. 

This grand diſaſter wich many petty ilt ſucceſſes 
cauſed the Spaniards to diipair of regaining the Iſland, 
and to Ship off moſt of rheir Plate and Women, and 
the Negroes finding the greateſt part of cheir Maſters 
to be dead, killed the Governour, and declined all 
obedience tothe Spaniards, chufing themſelves a Black 
for their Governour, and fuch was the weakneſs of 
the Spaniards, that inſtead of correfting them, they 
were forced ta beg their aſſiſtance, which yer would 
not prevall, for ſoon after they ſubmitted rothe Eng!ih 
Government, and made Diſcoveries of the Spaniards 
and Negroes char would nor join with them ; wherenp- 
on the next; year the Spaniards quite deſerted the 
Hland;, except thirty or forty of their Slaves who: be- 
wok themfelyes to the Mountains, bur: being afratd o? 
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diſcovery, and to be purſacd to death for ſome Mur- 
thers by. them committed, they built rhemfelves Ca- 
noo's, and in them fled to Cuba, and never fince had 
any conſiderable attempt made upon them. The Eng- 
li being thus become Maſters of the Ifland, tormed 


' themlelves intoa Colony, and begun to ſettle Plznratt- 


ons. while others bercok themſelves to Sea asPrivateers, 
the better to ſecure themielves againſt the Spaniaras, 
and force them toa Peace by ſeizing rheirShips,where- | 
in they were very ſuccesful. This cauſed the Iſle to be 
much talked of and eſteemed by the Engizh, who ler 
them ſupplies of Men, Proviſions and neceſſaries, and 
thus by degrees ic became ſo potent as now itisz And 
tho* the ſucceſs of the Engliſh at the beginning of the 
Spaniſh War was bur indifferent, yet it afrerward prov- 
ed Fortunate enough by gaining ſeveral Vifories, and 
great prizes tram them as our Engliſh Virgil then ſung. 
For divers Ages had the-Pride of Spain 
Made the Sun (hine on half the World in vain, 
VVbile (he bid VVar to all that durft ſupply 
The place of theſe her cruelty made dye.

they (ay were formerly Fields of Indian Maiz or Wheat, but con- 
verted by the Spaniards, to paſture for feeding their Horſes, Cows, 
Hogps, and Afinego's that they brought from Spain for breed, 
after they had deſtroyed all the 7nd:ans, which were reckoned 
above ſix' hundred Thouſand, which Cattle -increaſed excced- 
ivply, greatherdsof Horſes, Hogs, and other kinds till running 
wild in the Woods ; The Air is more remperate than any of t12 
Caribees, being conſtantly cooled with Eaſtern breezes, and t-2- 
quent rains, and never troubled with theſe ſtorms of wind called 
Hurricages wherewirh the adjacent Iſlands are diſturbed,{omertimes 
fo violent that Ships are forced out of the Roads, and on Shoar, 
their Houſes blown down, and proviſions rooted out of the Farth ; 
The days and nights are almoſt equal all the year. It produceth 
many excellent Commodities, 2s $7ar very good, Cocao, Indico, 
Corton, Thbacco, Hydes, Tortoiſe Sheiis, curious Wood, Salt, Saltpetre, 
Ginger, Pepper, Drugs of (cveral forts, and Cochencel, with-many 
| others, 
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others, which if wcll improved, this ile will be the beſt and rich. 
eft Plantation that ever the Eng/iſh were Maſters of. 

They have Hurſes fo plevtiful, that a ſpecial one may be bought 
for ſix or {even pound ; Likewi!e Cows, Aſincrres, Mules, Sheep, 
Goats and Hegs in abundance ; With very rare Fiſh of (everal 
[orts, and plenty of tame Fowl, as Hens, Tarkrer, 2nd ſome Ducks, - 
but almoſt inf.nite ſtore cf W:}1 Fowl, as Gere, Terkes, Pigeons, 
Dacks, Teal, W:gens, Gins Hens, Pujvers, Fiemnges, Snipes, Parrots, 
and Parackertos, and many others whoſe names are not known 
VVith choice Fruits, as Oranges, Lemmens, Pemegranats, Coro-nuts, 
Gaavers, Prickie- Apples, Prichie-Pears, Grapes, Plantains, Pines, 
and (everal more; All mauner of Garden Herbs 2r.d Roots, as Bears, 
Peaſe, Catbares, Coliflozrers, Ridijh, Lettice, Purſily, deluns and 
divers more; They are ſometimes troubled with Calentures, which 
is geceraliy occaſioned by Drunkenneſs, ill Diet, or Sloth, allo 
with Fevers and Agues. butthey £:1dem prove mortal. This Iſle 
abounds with good Roads, Rays and Harbours, the chief whereof 
is Port Royal formerly called Cageway, very commodious for Ship- 
ping, and ſecured by a ſtrong Caſtle, it is about rwelve Miles from 
the chief Town of the Iſland called St. Fago. Next is Port- Morant, 
Old Harbour, Port-Negrii, and Port-Antonio, with divers others. . 
The Town of St. Jago de la vega, is ſeated fix Miles within the 
Land North-weſt. V Vhen the Spaniards poſſeſt the Iſle, it was a 
large famous Ciry of about 2000 Houſes with two Churches, two 
Chappels and an Abby, which when the Eng!ifh took under Ve- 
nables, were deſtroyed all but 6ve hundred,its Churches and Chap 
Is made fewer, and the remainder ſpoiled and defaced ; But 
ance the ſettlement of the Eng/rſh, they begin to repair the ruinous 
Houſes, and it is like to be greater tnan formerly, + 
Paſſage is another Town iix mile from St. Fago, and as many 
from Por:iugaly where are about twenty Houſes, and a Fort to 
ſecure the Engliſh going thither. In the Spaniards time here 
with ſeveral other Towns which are now ditregarded, as Sevilig 
on t22 North of che lite, once beautitied with a Collegiar Church, 
which had an Abbot. Adetilla in the North-Eaſt, where Columbus 
repaired his Ships at his return trom Veragrza, when he was al- 


molt thipwrackt'; Oriſffan toward the South Sea, where Peter 
Serania loft his Ship upon the adjacent Rocks and Sands, ard 
continued here in a {»litary Condition for three years, and chen 
had the company of a Mariner for tour years more, who waz 
likewiſe ſhipwrackt, ard only faved himl{elf.” Though there are 
at preſent no more Towns, yet the Iſland is divided into fourteen 
Precindts or Pariſhes, namely Port-Rogal, St Catherine, St. Fokns, 
St. Andrews, St. Davids, St, Thomas, and Clarendon , many 
whereof are well inhabited by the Eng!i/h that have there very 
good Plantarions, whole number is not certainly known, but ac- 
cording to ſurvey taken and returned into England tome years 
lince, 
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fince, there were above * 700 Families, and more than 1 y000 Tn: 
habitants, in the forenamed 14 Precin&ts ; Ard it; the g4 Pariſtes on 
the North-fide of the Ile, that is St. Georges, St. Maries, St, Anne, 
and Sr. Fames above :050 more, all which are now extreawly 111 
creaſed, even to double if not treble thatrnumber the great Incou- 
ar, 0004» of gaining wealth, and a pleaſant life inviting abundance 
of People to tranſplant themſelves from Barbadoes, ard other 
Engliſh Plantations every year, {o that in a finall rime it is like ro 
be the moſt potent and rich Plantation in all America ; And be- 
ſides the afrementioned numher of 1nhabirints, there are recken- 
ed to belong to Jamaica of Pri-aticrs, or Ruccaniers Sloop, and 
Bonr-men which ply about the Iſle, ar leaſt Thirty thouſand ftour 
fohing n.en, whoſe Courage is {i:Fictenly diſcovered in their 
daily attemprs upon the Spaniards in Banama, and other places, 
which for tne hazard,condutt and daringneſs of their Exploits,have 
by ſome been compared to the AQions of C:ſar and Alexander. 
the Great. The Laws of this Iſland are as like thoſe of Englund as 
the diiference of Countreys will admit, they having their feveral 
Courts, Magiſtrates and Officers, for executing Juſtice on Often- 
ders, and hearing and determining all Civil Cauſes berween man 
and man,
